The 
death of the third started some inquiry 
as to the cause of this state of things. 
The room was swept and the dust that 
settled was carefully removed and cul­ 
tures made from it, but without devel­ 
oping any tubercular germs. At length, 
after various experim ents 
had 
tried, someone suggested brushing the 
dust from some old uniform s that had 
been in a closet in the room for a num ­ 
ber of years. Cultures made from these 
developed tuberculosis at once, and the 
question arose whence came the origin­ 
al seeds of the 
disease. 
W hile 
the 
question was not fully settled, Investi­ 
gations were made that resulted in a 
resolution to destroy or disinfect all 
left-over uniform s. 
Almost all house­ 
keepers pay too little attention to the 
care of clothing after the illness and 
death of members of their families. 
Of course extrem e grief, and often ex­ 
trem e weariness after weeks, perhaps 
months, of anxiety and watching may 
unfit them for such a task; but this is 
really no excuse whatever. 
Certainly 
nature and her laws recognize no such 
sentim ent and the fact that the dear

Idea Is To Establish a Firm That 
Will Pay the Highest Quotation*, 


, i i the Farmers Generally Do Their 
Trading Where They Market Their 
Wares. 


A plan by which the farmers for 
miles around may be brought to this 
city to trade will soon be laid before 
the business men of Janesville for con­ 
sideration. 
The idea is to establish a 
grain buying firm in this city who 
will pay the highest possible prices 
for the farmers* wares. 
It was with 
this object in view that the transfer 
of the $4,000 Hodson elevator was 
made this week to James H. Burns. 
Janesville, during the past few years 
has been losing her prestige among 
the farmers, and hundreds of loads are 
being delivered to the elevators in our 
neighboring towns and villages. This 
fact means that thousands of dollars 
are being diverted from business chan- 
nels in this city, for wherever this 
grain is delivered, the farmer nine 
times out of ten, does his trading. 
The remedy, the originators of this 
plan insist, lies in making it an object 
for the tillers of the soil to come bere. 
They propose to have a committee of 
business men appointed who will take 
hold of the matter, appoint a man to 
run the business, and pay the highest 
market prices. 
If at*be end of the 
year the fit in baa run behind, the plan 
is to have the business men club to­ 
gether and help make up the deficien­ 
cy 
Many of the merchants are said to 
look upon the plan with favor, and 
siy that the arrangement woald bene­ 
fit the town more than the building of 
another factory.

Washington, Feb. 18.—Gen. Alfred 
Pleasanton, one of the most distin­ 
guished cavalry commanders of the 
late war, died at his apartments in 
the Greacon house, in this city, about 
3 o’clock Wednesday morning. 
Alfred Pleasanton was born in W ash­ 
ington in 1824, graduated at the United 
States Military academy in 1844, served 
in the Mexican war, did frontier duty 
against the Indians until the civil war 
began, and iii 1861 began the most bril­ 
liant portion of his military career in 
that great struggle. 
He received the 
brevet of lieutonant-colonel at Antie- 
tain in 1862, was promoted major-gen­ 
eral of volunteers in June, 1863, was 
cot ln an ier-in ch td of federal cavalry 
at Gettysburg, and was brevetted colo­ 
nel in July, 1863. 
Transferred to Missouri in 1864, he 
cleared that state of rebel troops, anti 
in March, 1865, was brevetted briga­ 
dier-general of the United States army 
for services in that campaign and ma- 
cr-general for services throughout the 
war. 
Mr. Pleasanton resigned from the 
army in 1868 and was United States col­ 
lector of internal revenue for several 
years. Subsequently he was president 
of the Terre Haute & Cincinnati Rail­ 
way company. 
In May, 1888, he was 
placed on the retired list with the rank 
of colonel, United States army.

For a number of years before the 
death of Prof. Eben N. Hereford of 
Harvard college, he was deeply inter­ 
ested in the alleged 
discoveries

year 1000. 
He published a number of 
books in which he attempted to prove 
that the Norsemen visited the present 
site of Boston and that they sailed in­ 
to the Charles river. 
Since his death 
his work has been continued by his 
daughter, and many new discoveries 
have been made. 
For the past month Dr. Valtyr Gud- 
n.undsson has been making excavations 
in and around Cambridge, and he be­ 
lieves that he has dicovered relics or 
the Norsemen.
